Health Director Urges 
Care Against Paralysis 


W ith infantile paralysis reaching epidemic proportions in a t least 
two cities in Ohio, D r. A. D. B lackburn, county health com m issioner, ' 
announced Wedne.sday tl?at he had been asked by R. H. M arkw ith, 
state director of healtli, to rep o rt im m ediately to the state departm ent 
any ca.ses of the disease in the iiniJiiiiiiHiiiirjiiiiinifiiininiiiuiiiiUHiiiiiiiiJOiiiiiiiiiiKiiiiiii 
county. 
Dr. Blackburn said th a t a the 
present tim e there w ere no cases 
in the county, but th a t one case 
had been reported in Ross C ounty. 
There is no m ethod w hereby one 
m ay im m une him self from the dis­ 
ease, the doctor said, but early 
sym ptom s are sim ilar to those of 
a cold, and anyone having such 
sym ptom s should consult his fam ­ 
ily physician im m ediately.

WASHINGTON, Au gu st 21 — 
I The battle o v er military co nscrip­ 
tio n spread to bo th ho u ses o f co n­ 
gress to day and rev ealed sharp 
disagreement o v er the sco pe o f 
the pro gram. 
Senate leaders fo u ght to pre­ 
v ent Indefinite po stpo nement o f 
registratio n o f 12,000,000 men be­ 
tween 21 and 31 and make them 
liable fo r o ne year’s military train­ 
ing while the ho u se m ilitary af­ 
fairs co mmittee prepared to v o te 
o n a tentativ e agreement to reg­ 
ister 44,000,000 men betw'een 18 
and 64, o f who m appro ximately 
24,000,000, in the 21 and 45 class, 
wo u ld be su bject to military train­ 
ing. 
Altho u gh the ho u se co mmittee 
has tentativ ely appro v ed the pro ­ 
gram as o riginally intro du ced in 
the senate, there was no dispo ­ 
sitio n in the senate to resto re it to 
its fo rmer sco pe Chairman May 
o f the ho u se co mmittee wdll press 
fo r ho u se co nsideratio n o f the 
legislatio n regardless o f the o u t­ 
co me in the senate. 
The senate, meanwhile, slo w'ly 
appro ached its cru cial test, a v o te 
o n a su bstitu te bill to po stpo ne 
co nscriptio n u ntil Janu ary 1, and 
then o nly if v o lu ntary enlistments 
fail to pro v ide su fficient men.

Dr. Baz described the 
operation as a “craniectomy.”

When doctors examined Trotsky 
they found two wounds at the 
base of his skull, and a lump the 
size of an orange. 
A bulletin describing the opera­ 
tion said a trepanation was per­ 
formed over an area of 25 square 
centim eters in the right parietal 
region.

found: An exposed fracture of the 
cranium with a deep projection of 
pieces of bone within the cavity 
of the hernia brain and destruc­ 
tion of the cephalic m ass.”

If you walk over a 
rou gh road, u p hill and down, over 
stones and in and ou t of holes, you 
a re more tired than covering the 
sam e distance on the level.

age to you r legs. 


No Perm anent Damage 
So flick ering lights cau se m ore 
and more rapid m u scu lar a d ju st­ 
m ents and the procedu re tires 
you r eyes. B u t it doesn’t “ ru in” 
them , as parents a re a pt to say in

w arnings. It docs no perm anent 
dam age. 
H eadaches resu lt, and 
general bodily fatigu e, and heavy, 
bu rning feelings of the eyes. 
F o r those who have visu al de­ 
fects su ch attem pts m ay have more 
seriou s consequ ences. N ear-sight­ 
ed persons, pa rtic u la rly u nder 30, 
when the eyeball is soft, may pu t 
su ch a m u scu lar stra in on the eye­ 
ball as to resu lt in increased and j 
perm anent dam age. T his applies ] 
also to people w ith a lack of prop­ 
e r m u scu lar balance. T his does not 
mean those w ith a definite squ int, 
bu t sim ply so mu ch m u scle w eak ­ 
ness tha t the eyes can be throw n 
off balance by excessive m u scu lar 
work and strain. 
The m inim u m am ou nt of illu m i­ 
nation tha t is su pposed to be nec­ 
essary and su fficient fo r reading 
is placed a t 10 foot-candles. Any 
electric light and any reasonable 


am ou nt of daylight will fu rnish 
this. 
The movies present a special 
condition. W ith m odern techniqu e 
the am ou nt of flick er in a movie is 
alm ost nil. The light also is steady 
and su fficient. The introdu ction of 
talk ies has also made an im prove­ 
ment. The characters m ost of the 
tim e in modern talk ies don’t move 
arou nd as mu ch as they u sed to in 
the movies. This does not apply, 
of cou rse, to the m om ents when 
they are falling over cliffs, etc. 
B u t in m ost situ ations they m u st 
stand still while delivering the ir 
speeches in order to get the idea 
over. Then in the old days you r 
eyes had to endu re changes from 
a brightly illu m inated scene to a 
dark cha rt w ith the legend on it. 
This has been elim inated by the 
talk ies. The consequ ence is tha t 
experts say the movies are the 
least straining of all m ethods of 
u sing the eyes. I k now people who 
can go to the movies for hou rs, bu t 
invariably have a headache if they 
read fifty pages of print.

• HOW MUCH harm is done to 
tho eyes by reading on trains, air­ 
planes, automobiles or by any kind 
of flickering light? 
How much 
harm is done by reading in dim 
light, or by long sessions at the 
movies? 
No permanent harm, all but the 
most fussy oculists will agree. 
True, it requires more energy 
and strain than reading in a 
steady light. If you walk over a 
rough road, up hill and down, over 
stones and in and out of holes, you 
are more tired than covering the 
same distance on the level. But 
you do not do any permanent dam­ 
age to your legs. 
No Permanent Damage 
So flickering lights cause more 
and more rapid muscular adjust­ 
ments and the procedure tires 
your eyes. But it doesn’t “ruin” 
them, as parents are apt to say in

warnings. It docs no permanent 
damage. 
Headaches result, and 
general bodily fatigue, and heavy, 
burning feelings of the eyes. 
For those who have visual de­ 
fects such attempts may have more 
serious consequences. Near-sight­ 
ed persons, particularly under 30, 
when the eyeball is soft, may put 
such a muscular strain on the eye­ 
ball as to result in increased and 
permanent damage. This applies 
also to people with a lack of prop­ 
er muscular balance. This does not 
mean those with a definite squint, 
but simply so much muscle weak­ 
ness that the eyes can be thrown 
off balance by excessive muscular 
work and strain. 
The minimum amount of illumi­ 
nation that is supposed to be nec­ 
essary and sufficient for reading 
is placea at IO foot-candles. Any 
electric light and any reasonable 


amount of daylight will furnish 
this. 
The movies present a special 
condition. With modern technique 
the amount of flicker in a movie is 
almost nil. The light also is steady 
and sufficient. The introduction of 
talkies has also made an improve­ 
ment. The characters most of the 
time in modern talkies don’t move 
around as much as they used to in 
the movies. This does not apply, 
of course, to the moments when 
they are falling over cliffs, etc. 
But in most situations they must 
stand still while delivering their 
speeches in order to get the idea 
over. Then in the old days your 
eyes had to endure changes from 
a brightly illuminated scene to a 
dark chart with the legend on it. 
This has been eliminated by the 
talkies. The consequence is that 
experts say the movies are the 
least straining of all methods of 
using the eyes. I know people who 
can go to the movies for hours, but 
invariably have a headache if they 
read fifty pages of print.

ON MANY a No Trump hand, 
the declarer has no way to make 
his contract except by the play 
universally known among veter­ 
ans as “the duck."
